As tho capital of thu pro- 
vince and its commercial contre is situated 
(III the Islaiul, it is natural to conclude that 
it coiitain i a greater iiiniibor of ii'.on wdi" 
by their standing, I iicir ability, their iiillu 
tfiicc, their knowledge of the country, and 
l-lli! iiili;i'i:st ibey have in the developiiieill 
of all its rcsonives, ((Ualilied to repre- 
iioiit the whole of British Cokimbia than 
the towns and settleiiiuiits of the Main- 

.land. When due., consideration is givun 
to tho iiiattor, it will, we think, bo ud- 
initted 'that Victoria aiid tlie { Island 
generally litive not' Hitherto had fair play 
in the soluction of Senators. Since there 
are but threo Suiiatora it would bo only 
fair that the third Senator ahmikl bo 
chosen from the Miiinhnul and the lalaiul 
alternately. This, all Ihing.s considered 
would III' hardly doing justice to V.aiicouver 
Islanil, but, wo Indiove that its nilmbitants 
wiinhl be Hali.ilied with anch an arrange- 
ituint.

THE SITUATION IN (iHKAT BKITAIN. 

There is a lull just now in British ppli- 
tica. Both parties are preparing ifpj; the 
meeting of Parliament. The Unionists 
feel stronger than over. There seems to 
bo no doubt now of tho U'yalty of any ot 
tho elomenta of which tho CJo'.'oriimoiit 
party is coiupoaed. Thu Wliiga iiiidor 
Lord Hartington'a leadership are atill 
atnunch upbiddera of Lord Salisbury's ad- 
ministration. They have, iu fact, uovor 
wavered iu their allogiiuico to tho Gov- 
urninuiit. As far as opposition to Homo 
Rule and the leadership of Gladstone are 
concerned the great majority of them 
have been as . steadfast and as determined 
as tlie Tories iheinselvos. There seemed, 
a while ago, soino little doubt as to 
whether the Radical rnioiiists would con- 
tinue their alliance with tin; Tcjries, but 
since Mr. Ohamberhiin made his Last, 
3[)ecch at Bradford thaJt doubt has Ijeeii 
dispelled. His speech showed thiU Lord 
Salisbury haa no imu'e active supporter 
ind Mr. Qladstono no more resolute op- 
ponent tlian Mr. Joseph Ohainborlalii; and 
as Chamberlain is, so his fellow-RacKcal 
Unionists are. When Parliainont moots, 
therefore, the Govermiiout will bo iiionil- 
ly if not numerically stronger thiiu when 
it was prorogued. It is soinowhat 
ditl'ereiit with the ( Ihulstoiiians. Some 
of thu Irish parly have shown 
signs of discouragement. The}' do 
not possess patience enougii tu ]ih\y a 
waiting game. The progress which Mr, 
(Uadatoneis making appears to them to 
be too slow, or ratliur it does not seem to 
them to be progress at all. Davitt, al- 
though not in Parliament, g.ive expression 
to their iiniiatieiicc and discourai.'ement. 
Parliamentary agitation is too tame for 
them, and constitiiti(Uial nu-ans too slow- 
in their operation. They want more ex- 
citement, and they soimo inclined tu force 
the lighting. Mr. Cladst-iu- and Mr. 
I'anudI will have much ilitlicully In keep 
iiig the restless and nmiuiel .-.pirils oi 
their jiarty in order. And evorytiiing 
ilepends upon their keeping the peace 
both iu and out of Parliament. Tho Irish 
inoinbers are on trial. It is absolutely 
necessary for the success of their cause 
that they ahoukl advance it by 
peaceful and constitutional incaii.s anil b^ 
those alone. Any outbreak of hnvlessnes.s 
in frelaiul, or a resiiiM lo the tactics of 
obstruction in the llouuo of Commons, 
would do them inepaiable d.iinage in the 
English and Scotch eonstit ueiicies; and 
without the aid of a majority of the elec- 
tors of the Island of Groat Britain, they 
cannot liopo to obtain any measure of 
Home Rule for Ireland. A great 
deal, too, depends on the proceed- 
ings before the Judichil Couiniissioii 
which ia to resume its sittings on tho22iul 
of the [iresent month. The leading men 
of the l loine Rule party arc virlmdly on 
their trial l)efore that cummissioii. If 
.Mr. I'arnell and lii.s frieiiils succeed ill 
proving that tiie cliarge.s preferred against 
them by the Times are false, that tho let- 
ters attributed to Mr. Purnell are forgor- 
iea, and that he and his associates neither 
[>articipatcd iu nor countenanced the 
crimes committed In- Irish agitators, their 
cause will be greatly streiiglhened in 
luigland. If, on tlu^ other haiul, it is 
shown that the Tiims had good grouinls 
for accusing .'Mr. Parnell and other Home 
Rulers of aiding and abetting murderers 
either in act or intenlit)ii, over .so indirect 
ly,they.and thecauso they advocate will be 
come discredited throughout thu length 
and breadth of tho land, and not even 
Gladstone himself will be able to clear 
them of the odium under which they will 
be buried, Tho British public will nut 
await tin? decision of the judges before 
they give ni their verdict. The evidence 
given before the coiinnissi(Mi will be eager- 
ly read and warmly di.scnssed at thousands 
of firesides and the people will deeidi? 
U|)on the guilt or the innocence of the 
accused niuli long before the olliciul decis- 
ion (if the judges will be published. 
It is therefore no wonder that 
both parties await the opening of the 
tho Commissioners' Ci>urt with anxiety. 
I'pon its proceedings h.iiig the jiolitical 
existence of the Home Rule Jiarty, and 
the fato of the Salial;iny .Ministry moat 
probably depends upon its decision. Tin; 
decisions of the Commission have so f.ar, 
on the wdiole, been favorable to the I'.ar- 
nellitcs. It is said that, tin; I'nioiiists 
count lunch upon the death or tin; In-eak- 
iiig down of Mr. (Jiadstone. i'nit tliu 
(irand Old Man's vigor and courage show 
but little abatement, Flo seems as eager 
for the fray and as lit as many men who 
are two-score years his junior. Those 
who base their hopes of victory on his bo- 
ingcarried oft' the lield dead or utterly 
exhausted may find tbemselvea grievously 
disappointed. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

TiiK raisin trado of California has dur- 
ing tho last fow years wonderfully in- 
creased. The California Drietl l''riiit As- 
Nociation calcuhite that this year there; 
were ns many as r)L>,(K)0 tons of fruit sold 
for drying. The greater part (jl this fniil, 
was grapes. Last year there were sent, 
to uiiirket .S, DDI) tons of r:u:iint!- this year 
tho (luantity will not be less tlimi !),U(H) 
tons. Thcii- value will be something like 
a million and a halt of dollars. Sixteen 
years ago there were hnported in;o 8uii 
l''ra'iciscu 36,000 boxes of Spanish raisins 
and now it exports mauy tiinos that quan- 
tity. The industry is an exceedingly pro- 
litablo one. 

It is not 8Ui|)ri»iiig that I'riiico Bis- 
marck is not pleased to see the publica- 
tion of the lute Einperur's' diiiry. The 
Man of Blood and Iron has long enjoyed 
tho credit of bohig the founder' of the 
inodorii (!erman 1'hnpiru. That ho initi- 
ated the scheme of union had bucoiiiu a 
inattor of history, tho accuracy of which 
no one was disposed to ()uostioii. In fact, 
Tiiaiii.'irck'b fame cliielly rested on this 
great achievement, Ihit tho publication 
of the diary shows that Bismarck is not 
entitled to tho honor which hu has so 
coolly approjiriated, It turns out that 
when a union of tho Gornmn states was 
proposed to hini he Btroiigly opposed tho 
scheme and rebuked the Crown Prinoo 
aharply for speaking su openly and su 
ardoritly on the subject. Frederick's re- 
uiuustiranqe sounds slruuge to those wJio 



are not acquainted with thu Chancellor's 
inipirious.inaiiiiBr and arbi^ry methoils. 
ButUho r'rinco^hough m'Mest was firm, 
and Bisinitrpk A0^r & whUOMV. tht^tyisdom 
and tho pfeotica'bility of his suggestions 
and not only accepted them but took to 
himself the crodit of initiating tho ]ilan of 
union. It is therefore not at all surpris- 
ing that ho is angi-j- when the truth is told 
to the world in spite of him, and that he 
Heema detormined to punish the men who 
have been instrumental in atripping him 
of his .borrbyrocl plumes. ,

Th£ wheat ,orop in the United States 
has not turned out so well as was expect- 
ed. Tho tliroshing has revealed a deli- 
cioncy which hiis surprised mail}' Haiigniiie 
people. Ill Minnesota and Dakota the 
wdieat crop is not within forty per cent, 
of being as good as it was last 
year. .Vnd in other States the result has 
been almost as disappointing. There are 
those who say that the United Status will 
have no wheat to export this year. This 
is, perbapi ati exaggeration, but appear- 
ances indicate ,tliat the surplus will bo 
much loss than that of late years. Wo 
lire much iiiistakeii if thu tliresliiiig does 
not bring to light a state of things in 
Manitoba very, greatly resembling that 
which has. surprised the Miimeaota anil 
Dakota furiiiers. The delicieucy may not 
bo forty percent, us compared with last 
year's crop, but it will be greater than 
iniiny are willing to admit. Tho high 
price this year, however, will most prob- 
ably make up for any mischief done by 
the frost, and the farmers will consequent- 
ly, on the whole, be better oft" this year 
than they were last.

NKW ADVEKTISKMKNTS. 



Till-: reduction of letter postage from 
three cents to two is beiiiL; discussed. The 
change would be a most desirable ono if 
the Dominion can aSbrd it. It must bo 
i'i.;inuuibered that the Doniiniim Pustuflicc 
Department is not yut self-sustaining and 
that lowering the postaije would, for it 
time at least, decrease tho Postoflioo re- 
ceipts. It is for the people to decide 
whether they are willing to pay jiart of 
tho postai^e of their own .iiid other peo- 
ple's letters in the shaiie of t,-i\i;.s or con- 
tiinu; to buy three-cent stamps. It may 
be said that the greater number of let- 
ters sent under a two-cent rate wiLliont 
any corresponding increase in the post- 
oflice stall, would soon make up the de- 
ticieiicy caused by lowering the postage 
on letters. This, no doubt, would be tho 
case if Canada was a very populous coun- 
try; but its limited popnlation and the 
heavy expense necessary for the exten- 
sion of post olHco accoiiiiiiodatioii ti> new- 
ly settled tiistricts would, we fear, cauao 
the Deptirtmont to be very long in mak- 
ing up the deticiency. Circumstances al- 
ter cases, and the experiment which may 
be a ciimiilete success in one country may 
be a dismal failure in another. On the 
whole, wo hardly think the coiiiilry is 
just yet ill a jiosition to justify so Large a 
reduction of the postage as thirfcy-three 
and a third per cent.
